THE LIQUOR CASES. 


Prosecutor Ninde is reported in an 


interview as being pretty well satis- 
fied with saloon conditions in Fort 
Wayne Sunday, and as expressing a 
willingness to dismiss the suits now 
pending against saloonists for viola- 
tions of the law a week ago, provided 
the liquor interests will give promise 
to "be good." 
Undeniably conditions 


Sunday were better as respects the 
closing of saloons than they have been 
in Fort "Wayne on any Sunday for 
many years. "The lid" was not down 
tight, but violations of the law were 
comparatively few. 
1C any dependable 


promise could be had from the saloon- 
keepers that they will hereafter ob- 
serve the law and give no more trou- 
ble in consideration 
of having the 


pending suits dismissed, such an ar- 
rangement 
-would be worth while. 


What has been aimed at and what is 
now desired is an observance of file 
law on Sundays in Fort Wayne. If the 


ciusade conducted by. the Good Citi- 
zenship league has moved the liquor 
dealers to a spirit of willingness to 
cease their infractions of the law, the 
object sought has been accomplished. 
Bui it is :o bo questioned seriously i; 
any such spirit has been bred in the 
minds of saloonists. What is wanted, 
if they are prepared to make over- 
Hires now, is immunity from prosecu- 
tion in the hope that sooner or later 
tilt- present campaign, which is loolled 
i![.on as n temporary agitation, will be 
•abandoned and violations of the law 
RD on without molestation. If the sa- 
loouketpers want to "be good," or art- 
ready to "be good" without wanting 
to, very well. That is what the law 
requires of them and what the authori- 
ties should impose upon them. As for 
the suits now pending, it will do no 
harm to let them stand in their pres- 
ent status. Meanwhile, it can be ob- 
served ia what degree of sincerity the 
saloonkeepers are ready to promise to 
"be good" and with what good faith 
they keep their promise if one be 
made. Sunday lawlessness is not yet 
broken up. It is merely afraid.

Progress of temperance sentiment 


along practical lines in the south is 
well illustrated by legislative action 
ir two states. 
Alabama has just 


pr.ssed a. law which fixes 9 o'clock p. 
ru. as the maximum time for saloons 
to remain open. This applies only to 
Lwu (,'iiitta, (.he jui'&t.'si- in (.hy siai.u. 
The law is graduated so that in the 
smaller towns and villages saloons 
must close at 6 p. m. The operation 
of this law is expected to have de- 
cisive effect in reducing intemperance, 
especially among workingmen. In the 
Georgia senate a bill has just been 
passed prohibiting the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicants in that state. 
If the measure becomes a law it will 
establish practical prohibition of the 
traffic in that state.. Already Georgia 
has a local option law which provides 
a license foe of 51,000 in the cities and 
5300 on the counties. It has worked 
admirably and Georgia is in large part 
"dry" under its operation.

Well Known Fort Wayne 


Man a Theatrical Mana- 


ger in Olden Days. 


Stricken by apoplexy as he slept, 


John A. Scott, deputy United States 
marshal and for man}' years a well- 
known resident of Fort Wayne, died 
very suddenly at 2 o'clock Sunday 
morning at his home, Barr and Madi- 
son streets. He was 62 years of age, 
and years 
ago was prominent in 


amusement circles in Fort Wayne as 
the manager of the old Academy of 
Music. 


"Colonel" Scott, as he was familiar- 


ly known to his friends, had com- 
plained of illness for several days, but 
there was no intimation that death 
was imminent. 
Saturday evening he 


spent some time at his office in the 
government building, and later, as was 
his custom, dropped in upon a number 
of his friends for an evening call. 
One of these calls was made at the 
Gross drug store, where Mr. Scott re- 
mained chatting with Dr. Gross until 
shortly after 11 o'clock. Going to his 
home he retired immediately. At mid- 
night his daughter, who occupied an 
adjoining room, was awakened by her 
father's labored breathing and hasten- 
ed to his side to find the patient in 
convulsions. 
Dr. II. V. Sweringen 


was summoned and arrived a few min- 
utes later. The patient, however, was 
beyond human aid and expired at 2 
o'clock without having regained con- 
sciousness. For some time Mr. Scott 
had suffered from kidney trouble, and 
physicians had informed him that he 
might suffer a fatal attack of apoplexy 
at any time. 
Neither he nor his 


friends, however, dreamed for a mo- 
ment that the dread end was so near. 


Was Sailor in Youth. 


Mr. Scott was a native of New York, 


having been born in Albany July 27, 
1S45. As a youth ho sought the sea 
and for several years 
served a.s a 


sailor. 
He came to Fort 'Wayne in 


1875, entering the employ of Charles 
Wells, who at that time conducted a 
feed and hay store on Columbia street. 
He was united in marriage in 1SS2 to 
Miss Chapman, 
who 
survives, to- 


gether with a daughter. Miss Almira 
Scott. There arc no other immediate 
relatives. 


Mr. Scott became manager of the 


old Academy of Music, then Fort 
Wayne's only theater, in 1SSO. It oc- 
cupied the present site of the Elektron 
building on East Berry street, and un- 
der Mr. Scott's management the house 
presented practically all the famous 
stars of the stage and lecture plat- 
form, including Edwin Booth, Emma. 
Booth and dozens of other celebrities 
in the amusement world. Robert G. 
Ingersoll and others eminent as lec- 
turers 
also 
appeared 
before Fort 


Wayne audiences in the theatre man- 
aged by Col. Scott. 
It was at this 


time that the electric arc light was 
invented, and as an advertising novel- 
ty he secured the first light shown on 
the streets of Fort Wayne, suspending 
it in front of his theater. 


Managed Masonic Temple. 


Mr. Scot.t was also the first man- 


ager of Masonic Temple theater, re- 
taining the place for several 
years 


after the completion of the playhouse. 
Lntcr he brought to the city a num- 
ber of distinguished lecturers who ap- 
peared at Princess rink and other au- 
ditoriums. His last theatrical venture 
was little more than a year ago. when 
lif; embarked in the Princess rink en- 
terprise, equipping the house 
with 


stage and scenery and bringing Sarah 
Bernhardt and others stars to Fort 
Wayne, playing the Princess as an 
"independent" theater. 
The plan did 


not 
prove 
a 
success financially, 


though the attractions were all of a 
very high order of merit. 


Col. 
Scott was a deep student and 


a profound admirer of the late Col. R. 
G. Ingersoll, whose personal acquaint- 
ance he enjoyed. In his library there 
is a tine collection of the writings of 
the eminent agnostic, whose views up- 
on many things were cordially en- 
dorsed by Col. Scott. 
But a few 


months ago during a visit in the east. 
Col. 
Scott was the guest of Col. In- 


gersoll's widow and family at dinner 
in New York. 
Upon several occa- 


sions since the death of Col. Ingersoll 
Col. Scott had organized and 
held 


memorial meetings in his honor, and 
had himself delivered memorial ad- 
dresses at a number of points. 


Was an Active Republican. 


Mr. Scott was politically a republi- 


can, and ho was nlways active in the 
affairs of his party. Seven years ago 
Jjj.wns appointed demitv United States 


marshal for Allen county and held the 
position continuously down to the time 
of his death. 


Col. Scott's death will be keenly re- 


gretted by a very large number of 


nature companionable 
and 
kindly, 


made friends readily and held them 
firmly. 
A man of fine intellect, he 


found pleasure in the best in literature 
and in art, and was a most engaging 
conversationalist. He will "be 'widely 
missed and sincerely mourned 'in the 
circles where he had moved for more 
than thirty years. 


Attaches of the government build- 


ing, about which Col. Scott had been 
a familiar 
figure 
for 
many years, 


were a unit in their expression of sor- 
row at his demise, and they sent a 
beautiful floral offering as a token 
of their esteem. 


Remains to Be Cremated. 


In accordance with a desire often 


expressed by Mr. Scott, his remains 
will be cremated. 
The funeral serv- 


ices will be held from the residence 
Tuesday afternoon at 
2:30 o'clock, 


under the auspices of the Christian 
Science church. 


The pall bearers chosen include L. 


P. -Sharp, T. J. Logan, 0. L. Perry, J. 
M. Stouder, J. T. Dougall and F. E. 
Stouder.

Summer Gardening 


PRACTICAL HINTS AMATEUR 


GARDEN ERS MAY FIND USEFUL 


Working a vegetable garden is as 


nteresting to a woman 
as 
digging 


among flowers, and those who started 
one of the former for the first time 
this season may still save much of 
.heir crop. 
Cold weather has put it 


back and the way weeds have flour- 
shed when nothing else would has 
made many a bed look like untilled 
and, but a few days of steady work 
at it, now that seasonable weather has 
come, will bring 
about a metamor- 


mosis. 
Many' things 
now 
can be 


:ransplanted to new ground, a bit of 
work that has some mysterious charm 
for all those who truly love gardening. 


Ridding the place of weeds is the 


most tiresome and slowrest part of the 
irocedure, and those who can afford it 
would do well to buy hand cultivators 
if they do not already possess one of 
these labor saving tools. 
They are. 


made with a sharp narrow hoe attach- 


d to a wheel, having a long handle, 
that can be pushed along, something 
on the theory of a plo?/, turning the 
earth close to the roots and digging 
out all weeds. These cost $6 or ?" 
at least, and are worth economizing 
to have, but if even then beyond one's 
purse it will be necessary to resort to 
an old hand hoe and dig and gouge. 
Unless the weeds are extremely thick 
a shuffle hoe, smaller and differently 
shaped, will do all that 
is required 


without so 
much muscle being ex- 


pended. 


Taking out weeds has, of course, 


'worked" the earth, but if one is so 
fortunate as to have a garden without 


eeds the dirt should still be loosened 


about the rootc to give the latter a- 
chance to spread 
and 
grow in the 


ummer sun. The earth should never 
e turned unless quite dry or it will 
larden in lumps about" the roots and 
bind them. 


Transplanting, which it. may be nec- 


essary to do, should never be atternpt- 


d when the sun is high, and, indeed, 


your true gardener is up betimes and 
digs before the day is warm. Always, 
f possible, roots should be wet before 
being moved, as moisture holds the' 
dirt about the tendrils and they are' 
less likely to wilt from exposure. This 
wetting may be omitted, however, if 
they are soaked as soon as put into 
:he new place, and unless 
thoroughly watered at this 


they 
time the 


:ransplanting will not be a success. 
In this matter of keeping the roots 
moist, or preventing their drying, lies 
the whole secret of the work. 


Lettuce must be moved that it. may 


lead properly. 
This crisp vegetable 


always requires 
one thinning and 


transplanting, as it is sown thickly. 
As soon as it is a couple of inches 
high it should he taken up and put 
into a permanent place, each head 
being given at least eight inches in 
which to grow. 
All 
should 
be in 


rows, as they are more easily worked. 
Soak well as soon as moved, and do 
the work either in the morning or lata 
in the afternoon. 


Tomatoes will stand no end of mbv- 


ing and seem to flourish on. it, .so it 
the original sit-* 13 not good no hesita- 
tion need be felt about taking them 
up. They need a rich-soil and will not 
do well in poor land. Peas and beans 
will stand much' working and will 
grow faster for watering, but corn, on • 
the contrary, should he kept quite dry 
( 
until it is a couple of feet high. After 
that w-etting will do it no harm. On- 
ions and carrots require less care 
than otcer vegetables, but even they 
should be worked.

Attempt to Kill Fallieres 


While Taking Part in 


July 14 Fete. 


Paris, July 15.—The national cele- 


bration of the achievement of French 
liberty was marred yesterday by an 
attempt on the life of President Fal- 
Heres by Leon 
Maille, a naval re- 


servist. 


It is possible it was the work of an- 


archists, but it is believed almost cer- 
tain to have been merely the act. of a 
lunatic criminal, who was immediate- 
ly arrested. 
No harm came to any- 


body except the 
assailant himself, 


who was roughly handled by the po- 
lice and bystanders immediately his 
identity was perceived. 


The great review of thousands of 


troops had passed 
successfully 
and 


quietly in Longchamps, 
The frantic 


appeals o? anti-militarists and the con- 
federation of labor to their followers 
to make trouble at the 
review had 


been futile. 
Even the presence near 


the entrance to Longchamps 
of ne- 


groes bearing huge placards across 
their breasts bidding spectators to re- 
member the Karbonne shooting and 
eulogizing the mutinous Seventeenth 
regiment did not affect the crowds, 
wno merely looked at the placards and 
! passed on to watch the review, made 
! additionally spectacular this year by 


I the maneuvers of 
the 
dirigible war 


balloon, the Patrie. above the field 
and an engineers' balloon anchored for 
observation. 


Miniature Riot Precedes Attacks. 
When the review was concluded 


President Fallieres, 
Prime Minister 


Clemenceau and M. Fallieres' secre- 
tary, M. Lane, entered the president's 
carriage to return to the Palace Ely- 
see. 
As usual the 
Avenue Bois de 


Boulogne and the 
Champs Elysees, 


and the whole route homeward were 
thronged, with people 
assembled to 


watch the return. 


When the presidential carriage ap- 


proached some scores of individuals 
who up to that time had been indistin- 
guishable from the rest or the crowd 
in the Avenue Bois de Boulogne simul- 
taneously spread across their breasts 
Herreist badges and cried: 


"Down with Clemenceau!" "Down 


with the Narbonne massacre!" "Long 
live the Seventeenth regiment!" and 
"Down with the army!" 


The presidential cortege, passing at 


a lively trot, paid no heed to these 
cries, but spectators immediately turn- 
ea upon the disturbers, aiming blows 
with canes and umbrellas at them and 
shouting in might}' chorus: 
"Long 


live the army." 


Elaborate police 
precautions 
had 


j been taken along the whole length of 
the route as well as at Longchamps, to 
provide for just such an emergency or 
any other. The 
police precipitated 


themselves upon the Herveists and ar- 
rested forty-one of them forthwith, of 
whom thirty-four were held. 


Shots Start Panic in Crowd. 


The presidential cortege meanwhile 


had long passed and traversed 
the 


Champs Elysees and had turned into 
the Avenue Marigny, which was lined 
on both sides with throngs awaiting 
the president. Men, women and chil- 
dren, whole 
families, out 
together, 


were standing and seated along the 
whole length of the avenue from the 
Champs Elysees to the Rue Faubourg 
Honore. 


As usual at such functions M. Le- 


pine, prefect of police, was in a car- 
riage preceding the president. Just 
as the latter reached a point opposite 
the Elysee gardens an ordinary look- 
ing man who had been seated on the 
curb arose. Failieres, as it happened, 
had just turned toward that sidewalk 
and was bowing to the «crowd. when 
the man pulled a revolver from a coat 
pocket and fired. 


The sound of the shot wrought con- 


sternation amid the throngs. 
Those 


nearest the shooter barely had time 
to turn and see that it really was he 
who had done it whea, he fired a sec- 
ond time. 


Mob Attacks Assailant in Instant. 
A policeman who was standing al- 


most, at the man's side threw himself 


upon Mra. Instantly detectives, who 
were thick among the spectators, 
came to ihe policeman's aid. 
The 


man made no resistance, 
but. stood j 


011 the edge of the sidewalk, iviih the 
smoking revolver suH in his hand.' 
The crowd, which had scattered in a'j 
panic 
at 
the 
shots, 
immediately 


closed in, endeavoring to strike 
the 


culprit, an-j some succeeded. 


The poiicf: then had to defend the 


prisoner frc.o.i the crowd's anger. He 
went unresl^ingly to jail. 


The revoi'.vr he used w:\s so small 


ns to be ahv.-^s: regarded as a toy. It 
•vas a six shooter -and four bullets re- 
maip.ed in i:.

ik-rcs r'osed around his-carriage ai 
the first shot. 
Fallierw vas little 


moved. He smiled and said he was 
not hurt. The cortege proceeded to 
ihe palace 
without further commo- 


tion.

Nothing more was found on him. He 
was dressed like a workman in-Sun- 
day clothes, but with a shirt slightly 
soiled.

cartridges for the revolver, clothing 
and papers revealing the owner as 
Leon Marie Malllo. sailor, 41 years 
old.

lieved he simply is an alcoholic and j 
with

disordered 
mind. 
Nothing 


was learned from him as to whether 
he aimed at President Fallieres or M. 
Clemenceau. 


Tells of Family Persecution. 


Maille appeared before an examin- 


ing magistrate last 
night and the 


authorities only succeeded in extract- 
ing from him a rambling statement j 
about 
family 
persecution 
directed j 


against him. It was in order to draw 
public attention to his grievances, he 
said, that he fired the shots. 


As no newspapers were published 


in Paris yesterday afternoon, the at- 
tempt on the life of President Fal- 
lieres was not generally known and 
the festivities were uninterrupted. 


President Fallieres 
has received 


numerous telegrams of congratulation 
from the rulers of many countries on 
his luck}' escape.

San Francisco, July 15.—The out- 


burst of a volcano on the peninsula of 
Kamtchatka on February IS last threw 
the whole country into utter darkness 
for more than forty-eight hours and 
resulted in the starving of scores of 
natives, according to the officers of

The natives, some 
of whom could speak 
English, told 


Captain Pedersen and his men that 
they had no knowledge 'of the source 
of the terrible storm that had' come 
upon them. 


They knew only that while they 


were crossing the valleys in the first 
flush of spring a wave of dust 
fell 


upon them. lollowed by utter darkness 
that continued for 
two 
days 
and 


nights. 
Lava, almost hot, fell 
all 


about them and there were such show- 
ers of black ashes that their progress 
was stayed and they were lucky to find 
nndried creeks and springs. But the 
party of natives was in dire straits 
and some of them had succumbed to 
their hardships. In response to their 
request Captain Pedersen sent off two 
boat loads of provisions which the suf- 
fering natives said would suffice, to 
keep them on the way to Petropaui- 
ovski.
